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The  President’s  Message 

ANOTHER  Annual  Meeting — a  most  satisfying  re-union 
for  us  all — has  come  and  gone,  and  those  of  us  who  were 
fortunate  enough  to  be  of  it,  go  out  again  full  of  zeal, 
determined  to  complete  the  Scholarship  Fund,  to  increase  our 
Membership,  to  let  the  light  of  the  Alumnae  torch  shine  on  a 
troubled  World. 

And  then  what  happens  ?  The  Executive  carries  on  throughout 
the  year,  trying — and  it  is  a  most  difficult  task — to  gather  the 
loose  ends  and  keep  the  Association  together.  That  the  six 
branches  are  active,  alive,  alert,  their  reports,  and  the  Scholarship 
Fund  fully  prove :  but  the  fact  remains  that  far  too  small  a  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  graduate  body  belongs,  or  is  really  keenly  interested 
in  the  parent  organization. 

I  have  heard  “What  do  I  get  for  my  dollar  membership  fee?” 
Is  not  that  the  wrong  way  ’round?  Ought  one  not  to  say  “what 
may  I  give  to  an  Association  the  three-fold  object  of  which  is — 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  Union  among  the  Alumnae  of  the 
University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  especial  benefit 
of  the  women  students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University.” 

The  Alumnae  Association  need  offer  no  apology  for  its 
existence.  It  has  a  record  of  achievement  which  would  be  a 
tremendous  credit  to  an  organization  of  many  times  its  active 
membership.  It  seems  to  flourish  on  Debts  and  Depressions.  My 
own  feeling  is  that  those  graduates  who  are  not  members  are 
missing  such  a  very  great  deal  in  the  way  of  association  with 
people  who  speak  the  same  language — the  race  who  knew  Joseph. 
We  of  Queen’s  have  an  extraordinarily  happy  heritage — but  we  do 
not  always  realize  it  when  we  are  undergraduates :  often,  indeed, 
it  is  not  until  we  are  Alumnae  of  several  years’  standing  that  we 
understand  the  full  meaning  of  the  much-talked-of  Queen’s  spirit, 
that  is  the  factor  common  to  the  Alumnae  of  ’96  and  her  sister 
of  ’34. 
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Having  known  the  struggles  of  various  Membership  Conven¬ 
ers,  the  agonies  of  Editors  of  the  ‘News’,  the  worries  of  treasurers 
and  the  difficulty  of  persuading  people  to  accept  office,  I  wonder 
if,  perhaps,  we  have  been  too  modest.  We  have  taken  it  for 
granted  that  women  students  know  that  our  organization  exists — 
we  are  twentv-two  years  old — and  have  not  made  it  known  that 
we  would  welcome  new  members ;  that  the  eager,  active  young 
minds  of  recent  graduates  would  be  a  spur  to  further  effort ;  that 
the  wisdom  and  kindliness  and  tolerance  of  older  Alumnae  who 
have  not  yet  been  members,  would  be  an  immeasurable  help  in  the 
ordering  of  our  Association. 

So  my  message  to  the  faithful  is  this — let  it  he  known 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  that  it  is  both  a 
pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  be  a  member  of  the  Alumnae 
Association  of  Queen’s  University.

The  New  Dean  of  Women 

AT  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  May  the  9th, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal,  Miss  Winnifred 
Kydd,  C.B.E.,  M.A.,  was  appointed  Dean  of  Women  to 
succeed  Miss  Hilda  Laird  who  served  as  the  first  Dean  of  the 
new  residence  plan  with  conspicuous  success  for  the  last  eight 
years. 

Those  entrusted  with  the  selection  of  Miss  Laird’s  successor 
realized  the  very  responsible  task  which  had  been  given  to  them, 
and  it  was  only  after  months  of  consideration  that  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  Miss  Kydd  as  successor  went  forward.  Her  appoint¬ 
ment  has  been  received  with  general  satisfaction  as  likely  to 
assure  the  continuance  of  administration  of  the  residence  system, 
and  generally,  the  discharge  of  the  responsibilities  of  this  im¬ 
portant  office  in  the  University,  with  credit  both  to  University 
and  the  Dean. 

Miss  Kydd  brings  an  excellent  background  to  the  heavy  duties 
which  she  assumes.  She  is  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Robert  Kydd  of 
Montreal,  and  a  graduate  in  Arts  at  McGill  University  of  the 
year  1923.  She  proceeded  to  her  Master’s  Degree  in  1924  special¬ 
izing  in  economics  and  political  science.  She  entered  as  a  post¬ 
graduate  student  at  Bryn  Mawr,  holding  a  fellowship  in  social 
economy  in  1925  and  one  in  political  science  in  1926. 

Miss  Kydd  was  Assistant  in  Sociology  at  McGill  in  1927. 

At  this  time  Miss  Kydd  associated  herself  with  public  service 
as  a  member  of  the  Local  Council  of  Women  of  her  native  city, 
and  progressed  rapidly  to  the  local  presidency  and  the  national 
convenership  in  immigration.  She  was  shortly  afterwards  elected 
Vice-President  of  the  National  Council  of  Women,  and  three 
years  ago  was  made  National  President,  the  youngest  woman  ever 
to  hold  that  important  responsibility. 

As  President  of  the  National  Council  of  Women,  Miss  Kydd 
was  named  the  third  member  of  the  Canadian  delegation  to  the 
Disarmament  Conference  in  1932,  the  other  members  being  the 
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Right  Honourable  Sir  George  Perley,  and  the  Honourable 
Maurice  Dupre,  Solicitor-General  of  Canada. 

In  the  Birthday  Honours  List  in  1934,  Miss  Ivydd  was  created 
a  Commander  of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire. 

In  her  years  of  association  with  the  National  Council  of 
Women,  Miss  Kydd  has  travelled  Canada  extensively,  and  has 
naturally  been  brought  into  touch  not  only  with  different  groups 
in  different  communities,  but  with  a  wide  range  of  community 
and  general  problems  in  national  and  local  life  through  her 
important  contacts  wiht  the  Executive  Committee  and  various 
committees  of  the  National  Council  of  Women.  In  addition,  her 
work  aboard  has  embraced  very  definite  activities  in  the  Inter¬ 
national  Council  of  Women  in  which  she  now  convenes  the 
International  Committee  on  Education.  She  has  attended  executive 
and  general  meetings  of  the  International  Council  in  Vienna,  in 
the  Scandinavian  Countries,  in  France  and  in  Geneva. 

Miss  Kydd  thus  brings  to  her  new  post  an  academic  record  of 
merit,  an  unusually  varied  experience  in  national  and  international 
life,  and  a  broad  cosmopolitan  knowledge  of  peoples  and  affairs 
accrued  from  an  unusual  breadth  of  experience  in  the  immediate 
social  problems  and  backgrounds  of  the  last  five  to  six  years. 
Miss  Kydd,  it  is  confidently  expected,  will  therefore  bring  to  the 
women  of  Queen’s  an  unusually  rich  experience  of  other  lands 
and  peoples  and  of  national  and  world  affairs  which  canot  but  be 
of  the  greatest  benefit  to  them  in  their  undergraduate  days. 

In  addition,  Miss  Kydd  is  not  so  far  removed  herself  in  years 
and  experience  from  undergraduate  life  as  to  be  unaware  of  or 
out  of  touch  with  the  immediate  interests  and  problems  of  the 
large  group  of  young  womanhood  who  are  the  women  students  of 
Queen’s. 

The  Alumnae  generally  will  wish  Miss  Kydd  a  happy  and 
successful  tenure  as  Dean  of  Women  at  Queen’s,  and  look  for¬ 
ward  to  the  contribution  which  she  will  make  to  the  moulding  of 
Queen’s  womanhood  in  the  great  traditions  and  fine  character¬ 
istics  of  the  past.

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An  Appreciation  of  Miss  Laird 

MISS  LAIRD’S  retirement  from  the  post  of  Dean  of 
Women  occasioned  deep  regret  among  all  those  who 
were  at  Queen’s  under  her.  Only  after  several  years’ 
retrospect  does  one  realize  that  the  most  enduring  and  most 
valuable  result  of  the  years  spent  in  University  is  the  growth  of  a 
certain  altitude  of  mind,  a  sensitive  awareness  and  response  to 
ideas  and  other  people,  broad  tolerance  and  maturity  of  thought. 
One  becomes  conscious  then  that  such  growth  is  due  to  the  in¬ 
fluence,  often  unrecognized  at  the  time,  of  the  people  with  whom 
one  is  in  daily  contact.  Miss  Laird’s  influence  so  permeated  the 
lives  of  the  women  students  who  were  at  Queen’s  during  her  nine 
years  as  Dean  of  Women,  and  contributed  so  many  of  the  most 
vital  and  essential  elements  in  the  total  value  of  their  College  days 
that  it  is  difficult  to  find  any  expression  of  gratitude  which  will 
be  adequate. 

Miss  Laird  became  Dean  at  a  very  interesting  but  by  no  means 
easy  time,  in  the  year  that  Ban  Righ  Hall  was  opened.  The  new 
residence  capable  of  housing  a  considerable  portion  of  the  women 
students  had  created  a  new  situation;  the  post  of  Dean  involved 
much  more  than  previously  and  would  necessarily  have  to  be 
something  quite  different.  The  new  Dean  had  before  her  the  task 
of  creating  her  own  job  and  making  of  it  something  adequate  to 
fulfil  the  need.  How  well  Miss  Laird  did  this  is  known  both 
inside  and  outside  the  University.  Perhaps  the  most  difficult  and 
demanding  side  of  her  position  was  to  give  assistance  to  the  many 
students  who  came  with  their  individual  problems.  In  such  cases 
Miss  Laird  was  always  accessible,  her  sympathy  and  patience 
were  unfailing,  her  clear  insight  penetrated  to  the  heart  of  the 
difficulty,  and  the  wisdom  of  her  advice  could  always  be  relied 
upon.  None  of  us  went  through  College  without  at  some  time 
having  experience  of  Miss  Laird’s  generous  understanding  and 
great  personal  kindness.  Complete  confidence  and  deep  affection 
are  the  highest  tributes  which  can  be  brought  by  any  students  to  a 
Dean,  and  these  things  Miss  Laird  had  in  fullest  measure. 
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In  Ban  Righ  Hall  also  she  had  a  task  full  of  responsibilities. 
It  was  a  new  residence  with  its  traditions  to  make  and  inevitably 
its  future  history  would  be  coloured  by  the  ideas  and  personality 
of  its  first  head.  Queen’s  was  indeed  fortunate  that  Miss  Laird 
was  the  first  dean  resident  in  Ban  Righ  Hall,  and  that  under  her 
wise  and  careful  guidance  its  system  of  internal  organization  was 
envoi ved.  Younger  generations  of  students  find  it  hard  to  realize 
how  much  forethought  and  anxious  consideration  went  into 
making  the  customs  and  forms  of  government  which  now  seem  so 
well  established,  but  those  who  were  in  College  in  the  first  years 
know  how  great  our  debt  is  to  Miss  Laird  in  this  respect  alone. 
It  was  she  who  both  conceived  the  general  plan  and  also  worked 
out  the  myriad  details  whose  harmonious  running  makes  com¬ 
munal  life  pleasant  and  free. 

In  the  vexed  and  perplexing  problem  of  relations  between 
resident  and  non-resident  students,  we  again  marvel  at  Miss 
Laird’s  power  of  discernment  and  her  selfless  devotion  to  the  best 
interests  of  Queen’s.  She  kept  in  personal  contact  with  all  students 
both  in  and  out,  knew  the  conditions  under  which  they  lived,  and 
at  great  cost  to  her  own  strength  and  health  watched  over  their 
welfare.  Through  her  efforts  the  body  of  women  students  was 
kept  a  united  whole  instead  of  breaking  into  two  distinct  groups  as 
so  often  happens  when  a  large  residence  is  built.  Miss  Laird  had 
the  rare  faculty  of  knowing  how  to  maintain  the  nice  balance 
between  the  amount  of  supervision  necessary  to  students  for  their 
own  happiness  and  safety  and  the  freedom  just  as  necessary  for 
the  development  of  independence  of  thought  and  action.  She  had 
wisdom  to  leave  them  free  as  well  as  courage  to  enforce  salutary 
regulations;  and  because  all  the  different  types  of  students  knew 
and  respected  her  fairness  and  impartiality  her  decisions  were 
accepted. 

There  is  much  which  could  be  said  of  the  ways  in  which  Miss 
Laird  stimulated  among  undergraduates  intelligent  interest  in 
contemporary  events.  She  initiated  and  arranged  the  “Lectures  on 
Professions  for  Women”  which  are  now  given  every  year. 
Students  have  been  able  through  them  to  discover  the  actual  con¬ 
ditions  and  opportunities  presented  by  various  professions,  and 
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still  more  essential,  have  gained  some  contact  with  and  knowledge 
of  the  work  done  by  distinguished  Canadian  women.  The  system 
of  exchange  students  was  planned  with  the  same  purpose,  to  give 
us  some  intimate  personal  knowledge  of  attitudes  and  conditions 
other  than  our  own,  and  so  in  the  surest  and  most  natural  way  to 
remove  narrow  prejudices. 

There  are  individual  things  which  can  be  picked  out  and  for 
which  Miss  Laird  can  be  thanked  by  name.  But  our  debt  of 
gratitude  goes  far  beyond  any  such  list.  The  charm  and  grace  of 
her  personality  lent  dignity  and  beauty  to  our  daily  life.  Uncon¬ 
sciously  students  imbibed  from  her  something  of  that  breadth 
of  interest  and  sympathy  and  that  intangible  attitude  of  mind 
which  distinguishes  cultured  and  educated  persons.  The  value  of 
such  influence  grows  with  the  individual  and  is  incalculable;  so 
too  the  admiration  and  affection  in  which  Miss  Laird  is  held  by 
all  her  students  will  grow  and  is  even  now  incalculable.  Her  re¬ 
tirement  as  Dean  of  Women  brings  this  consolation,  that  she  will 
continue  in  the  German  Department  and  will  still  play  a  large  part 
in  the  life  of  Queen’s.

Professor  Callander's  Retirement 

IN  the  withdrawal  from  active  service  of  Professor  Callander 
after  occupying  the  chair  of  Greek  at  Queen’s  for  thirty  years, 
the  University  has  lost  a  teacher  whose  devotion  to  the 
humanities  and  all  that  they  stand  for  has  made  a  very  real  and 
abiding  impression.  Comparatively  few  of  the  students  have  had 
the  privilege  of  working  under  his  direction  and  knowing  him 
intimately,  because  of  the  undoubted  unpopularity  (however  un¬ 
merited)  of  his  subject,  though  even  the  uninitiated  have  had  an 
occasional  opportunity  of  hearing  him,  in  a  public  lecture,  reveal  a 
little  of  the  “glory  that  was  Greece’’.  In  these  practical  days  of 
numerous  pressing  problems  it  is  not  easy  to  rouse  general  interest 
in  the  antique  and  apparently  irrelevant,  but  the  few  enthusiasts 
who  with  him  penetrated  a  little  way  into  the  mysteries  of  the 
Hellenic  spirit  have  their  very  real  reward. 

Nor  did  he  confine  his  interest  in  the  students  to  the  purely 
academic  and  intellectual.  Many  a  memorable  evening  have  the 
elect  few  enjoyed  under  his  hospitable  roof,  reading  a  Greek 
play,  or  listening  perhaps  to  an  informal  talk  on  Hellenic  travel, 
the  evening  usually  winding  up  with  music  and  general  talk. 

Particularly  fortunate  were  the  keen  Hellenists  who  became 
his  personal  friends — and  he  was  ready  always  to  cultivate  the 
friendship  of  responsive  students,  constantly  regretting  that  the 
alleged  difficulty  of  his  subject  and  its  apparent  remoteness  from 
modern  problems  condemned  him  to  know  so  few.  He  liked  to 
discuss  with  them  all  manner  of  things,  practical,  political  and 
metaphysical.  The  friendship  of  professor  with  students  thus  be- 
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gun  by  no  means  ended  with  graduation  and  the  dispersion  of  the 
student  to  the  four  winds.  They  continued  to  write  to  him  report¬ 
ing  on  the  success  of  their  efforts  to  restore  Greek  to  its  place  of 
honour  in  the  educational  curriculum,  or  on  their  latest  archaeo¬ 
logical  discoveries  in  Hellenic  countries.  Sometimes  too  they 
would  ask  advice  in  connection  with  the  writing  of  a  book  or  the 
establishment  of  a  new  “dig”  in  the  East.  He  has  always  been 
keenly  interested  in  their  various  aims  and  achievements  and 
ready  with  encouragement  and  valuable  advice. 

The  new  generation  of  classical  students  at  Queen’s  will  miss 
the  happy  blend  of  Aberdeen  and  Oxford  in  Professor  Callander’s 
background  and  his  unusually  fine  training  in  the  fields  of 
archaeology  and  metaphysics,  which  have  proved  so  valuable  an 
asset  to  the  University,  and  Queen’s  Alumnae  wish  him  many 
happy  years  to  devote  to  further  archaeological  research  or  what¬ 
ever  corner  of  the  Hellenic  field  may  claim  his  attention.

Reminiscences

W  HEN  our  eldest  son  entered  Queen’s  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  in  the  fall  of  ’33,  it  brought  me  vivid  recollections 
of  my  own  freshette  days  exactly  thirty  years  earlier. 
In  those  first  days  when  Kingston  looked  sometimes  very  grey 
indeed  and  the  waters  used  to  wash  upon  the  old  Ontario  Strand 
with  a  homesick  sort  of  sound,  one  of  my  pleasant  memories  is  of 
the  gracious  kindliness  of  Mrs.  Daniel  Gordon.  How  often  since 
I  have  become  ‘Mistress  of  a  Manse’  have  I  found  inspiration  in 
her  sincere  and  generous  hospitality.  Her  courtesy,  and  that  of 
many  of  the  Professors’  wives  surely  gave  my  first  taste  of 
University  life  a  fine  flavor  of  friendliness. 

It  was  in  the  fall  of  ’03  that  for  the  first  time  in  her  history 
Queen’s  could  boast  of  an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  women 
Students.  And  for  me,  even  to  be  one  of  the  least  of  her  daughters, 
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was  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished !  With  the  donning  of 
a  gown  and  mortar  board  (which  some  benign  Senior  helped  me 
to  make)  the  finest  dreams  of  my  girlhood  seemed  to  be  really 
coming  true.  Not  even  the  curls  hanging  down  my  back  made  me 
feel  less  hopeful  of  some  day  becoming  as  wise  and  womanly  as 
Grace  Clarke  or  Don  Cathro !  But  alas !  How  are  the  mighty 
fallen !  Of  a  sudden  came  an  order  from  the  Biology  Department 
that  the  young  ladies  sitting  in  lectures  with  the  Medical  students 
would  please  fasten  their  hair  up  in  a  style  becoming  Queen’s 
women  students !  And  to  think  that  now,  with  thirty  full  years 
added  to  one’s  mental  stature,  those  same  precious  curls  could 
dance  about  the  shoulders  quite  comme  il  faut — if  one  only  had 
them ! 

To  those  who  hungered  for  a  deep  and  satisfying  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  life  Queen’s  seemed  to  hold  the  ‘Open  Sesame’.  Through 
many  channels  it  came.  Sitting  at  the  feet  of  Prof.  Cappon  or  Dr. 
Watson  one  gleaned  the  rarest  of  the  treasures  of  the  mind.  And 
again  the  vision  came  through  the  pages  of  Biblical  literature 
with  Prof.  McNaughton  in  his  Sunday  morning  class.  Or  per¬ 
chance  a  long  quiet  talk  with  an  older  and  matured  student  brought 
us  closer  to  the  House  Beautiful  on  the  Summit  of  Life’s  High¬ 
way.  One  of  the  finest  recollections  I  have,  however,  is  of  the 
Sunday  afternoon  services  in  old  Convocation  Hall.  Staff  and 
students  combined  in  fine  enthusiasm  to  gain  new  inspiration 
from  the  outstanding  thinkers  of  Ontario  and  elsewhere,  and  to 
pay  homage  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts.  I  never  hear  “The 
Church’s  One  Foundation’’  to  this  day,  without  recalling  that  long 
line  of  reverent  and  scholarly  men  who  assembled  each  Sunday 
afternoon  while  the  above  tune  was  sung  by  the  student  choir. 

But  all  the  high  idealism  of  the  winter’s  study  had  to  be 
resolved  into  action  when  summer  came ;  and  teaching  school  in 
an  isolated  portion  of  a  Western  Province  gave  ample  opportunity 
to  prove  one’s  mettle.  Adapting  oneself  to  life  amongst  our  new 
Canadians  brought  experiences,  many  of  which  were  difficult, 
some  humorous  and  a  few  pleasant.  One  of  my  pleasantest 
remembrances  is  of  the  interesting  contacts  which  I  made  in 
teaching  music  after  school  hours  and  all  day  Saturday.  One  day 
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I  would  be  in  the  most  primitive  of  homes,  its  only  boast  being  a 
small  reed  organ,  struggling  with  the  latent  possibilities  of  some 
of  Austria’s  children.  Another  day  I  would  be  driven  24  miles  by 
an  ambitious  father  to  teach  his  children  to  play  the  only  piano  in 
that  district — cultured  Russian  people  these  were  with  a  true 
musical  instinct.  Again  it  would  be  ten  miles  in  the  opposite 
direction  to  instruct  two  of  Canada’s  young  stalwarts  whose  hands 
had  already  hardened  with  farm-labor  but  who  still  retained  an 
unsatisfied  desire  for  music.  And  so  it  went,  old  and  young 
eagerly  grasping  an  opportunity  which  their  isolation  had  denied 
them. 

But  the  tale  of  three  summer’s  adventures  is  too  long  to  be 
told  here.  Little  did  I  dream  that  in  fulfilling  my  duties  in  the 
then  farthest  west  school  in  Alberta — away  in  the  foothills  of  the 
Rockies — I  was  there  to  meet  the  man  of  my  choice.  But  when  the 
young  Lochinvar  is  a  man  of  the  genuine  Queen’s  brand,  and  he 
comes  riding  from  out  the  Golden  West,  with  the  glow  of  the 
sunset  on  his  cheeks  and  with  grandeur  in  his  soul,  what  is  a  poor 
young  school  m’arm  to  do?  And  so  in  December  ’07,  at  Banff 
with  the  spell  of  the  Rockies  still  o’er  us,  the  “Wilt  Thou’s”  and 
“I  Will’s”  were  happily  promised. 

After  many  wanderings  on  land  and  sea,  we  two  arrived  at 
the  hearth  of  another  loyal  Queen’s  spirit — Dr.  Chambers  of 
Bardizag,  Turkey-in-Asia.  Isolated  there  from  our  own  kith  and 
kin,  we  spent  many  an  evening  around  a  big  open  fireplace  listen¬ 
ing  to  his  thirty  years  of  experiences  among  the  peoples  of  the 
Near  East.  And  then  as  our  talk  would  turn  toward  Canada,  it 
invariably  included  Queen’s  and  we  heard  stirring  tales  of  the 
heroism  and  sacrifice  of  her  founders  (Dr.  Chambers  graduated 
in  the  sixties  of  the  last  century  I  think).  And  again  my  husband’s 
stories  of  Principal  Grant’s  dauntless  courage,  of  Professor 
Nicholson’s  (Nickey!)  fine  heroism  made  the  words  “cha  gheill ! 
cha  gheill !”  spring  to  one’s  lips.  How  proud  we  all  are  of  Queen’s 
splendid  traditions  and  of  her  noble  leaders !  May  she  ever  lead  on 
in  pointing  the  way  to  the  Highest  and  Best ! 

In  closing,  may  I  send  a  word  of  greeting  through  your 
columns,  to  many  old  friends  of  the  days  lang  syne?  It  has  been 
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so  refreshing  to  meet  some  of  them  from  time  to  time  in  various 
corners  of  the  world.  There  is  always  a  cordiality  between  those 
who  have  the  true  Queen’s  spirit,  that  is  both  genuine  and 
stimulating;  and  the  years  that  lie  between  us  only  serve  to  cement 
those  finest  of  all  friendships — true  college  chums !  I  only  hope 
that  in  the  Queen’s  of  today  our  son  will  find  the  true  Alma  Mater 
which  his  father  and  mother  once  knew. 

May  I  wish  you  every  success  in  the  fine  work  which  the 
Queen’s  Alumnae  is  carrying  on. 


Mrs.  Celia  B.  File,  M.A.,  has  written  us  a  most  delightful 
account  of  her  work  among  the  Indians,  with  whom  she  spent 
many  happy  years.  It  was  with  fear  and  reluctance  that  Mrs. 

File  began  her  work  but  as  she  learned  to  know  these  people 
in  their  homes,  her  love  for  them  grew  and  she  won  for  herself 
their  admiration  and  love,  which  was  shown  by  their  paying 
her  the  highest  possible  compliment,  that  of  adopting  her  into 
their  tribe.  < 

It  is  with  deepest  regret  that  we  omit  any  of  the  account 
Mrs.  File  has  given  us  of  her  life  with  these  interesting  people, 
but  since  we  cannot  print  all,  we  have  chosen  for  this  issue,  the 
story  of  her  adoption.  In  some  future  issue  we  hope  to  have 
more  of  Mrs.  File’s  story: 

‘  ‘  Kanoeroknkwa  ” 

WHEN  I  had  been  on  the  Reserve  about  three  years,  I 
became  an  extramural  student  at  Queen’s  and  event¬ 
ually  left  to  study  intramurally.  I  had  long  cherished  a 
secret  wish  to  be  thought  worthy  to  be  given  an  Indian  name, 
which  is  the  highest  honour  these  people  can  give,  and  great  was 
my  delight  when  I  found  my  wish  was  to  come  true.  My  pride 
knew  no  bounds  when  1  was  called  Kanoerohnkwa,  which  means 
“love”  or  “loving-hearted”.  “We  wanted  to  call  you  ‘Good 
Mother’,”  they  said,  “but  it  is  so  long  a  word  that  we  were  afraid 
no  white  person  could  say  it,  and  we  want  you  to  use  your  name”, 
and  I  do  whenever  I  have  the  opportunity.  When  I  said  good-by 
to  my  school  and  my  friends,  I  felt  that  I  was  turning  my  back 
on  a  duty,  that  I  was  more  useful  there  than  anywhere  else  in  the 
world.  I  have  never  lost  that  feeling.  Unfortunately,  the  salary 
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was  comparatively  small  and  my  acquisitive  instinct  is  more 
highly  developed  than  that  of  the  average  Indian.  Moreover,  the 
love  of  study  had  got  the  upper  hand  of  me  after  years  of  re¬ 
pression,  and  would  not  be  denied. 

At  the  end  of  a  year  I  found  myself  with  an  honour  degree 
in  English  and  History  and,  much  to  my  surprise,  holding  the 
Sir  James  Aikens  Fellowship  in  Colonial  History.  This  meant  my 
M.A.,  of  course,  and  when  it  became  necessary  for  me  to  decide 
on  a  topic  for  my  thesis,  it  was  a  foregone  conclusion  that  it 
should  be  something  dealing  with  my  people.  I  had  already  worked 
one  summer  at  the  Public  Archives  in  Ottawa,  and  had  revelled  in 
all  its  treasures.  Molly  Brant  kept  thrusting  herself  into  the  lime¬ 
light  and  at  last  Professor  McArthur  gave  me  permission  to  write 
her  story.  The  thesis  was  accepted,  but  I  cannot  say  it  was 
completed,  for  the  woman  will  not  let  me  alone  and  I  am  still  un¬ 
earthing  fascinating  things  about  her. 

My  interest  in  Indians  has  never  abated  and  the  summer  of 
1933  found  me  on  the  Grand  River  among  the  Six  Nations,  partly 
following  the  trail  of  the  fascinating  Miss  Molly  and  her  descend¬ 
ants,  partly  trying  to  get  acquainted  with  the  so-called  pagans  of 
that  Reserve.  Miss  Molly  proved  as  elusive  as  the  “pagans”  were 
friendly.  This  was  the  first  time  I  had  come  in  contact  with 
Indians  who  kept  the  faith  of  their  forefathers.  Outwardly  the 
Mohawks  at  Tyendinaga  are  Indians  in  name  only.  They  live  as 
people  do  in  any  other  farming  community,  are  members  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  have  little  or  no  knowledge  of  their  old 
traditions  and  legends  and  of  the  Iroquois  ritual.  On  the  Six 
Nations  Reserve  I  found  four  thousand  people,  one-fifth  of 
whom  still  cling  to  the  old  Iroquois  religious  beliefs  and  follow 
the  form  of  worship  laid  down  by  their  prophet,  Handsome  Lake. 

On  two  different  occasions  I  visited  their  Longhouses,  which 
correspond  to  our  churches.  The  first  visit  was  to  that  of  the 
Senecas,  and  was  uneventful.  I  was  accompanied  by  two  young 
Mohawk  friends,  neither  of  whom  understood  Seneca  or  had  ever 
before  been  in  a  Longhouse.  The  ceremonies  were  as  strange  to 
them  as  to  me.  Naturally,  I  was  looked  upon  with  some  suspicion, 
for  white  people  are  prone  to  ridicule  these  ceremonial  dances. 
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The  strained  atmosphere  gradually  disappeared  however,  as  they 
saw  my  decorous  behaviour.  I  was  intensely  interested  in  all  I 
saw  and  heard — the  long,  bare,  room  with  benches  ranged  along 
the  walls ;  the  two  benches  in  the  centre  where  the  musicians  were 
seated,  the  musicians  themselves  with  their  Indian  drum  and  their 
rattles  made  from  cows’  horns;  the  dances,  which  were  begun  by 
the  older  men,  others,  men,  women  and  children,  joining  in  one 
by  one  until  a  long  procession  wound  about  the  room.  The  steps 
varied — sometimes  they  were  little  more  than  a  shuffle — but 
though  each  dance  began  slowly  and  quietly,  it  increased  in  speed 
and  excitement  as  the  line  increased  in  length.  Even  the  oldest 
of  the  women  danced  with  grace,  like  a  flower  in  a  summer 
breeze,  but  the  men,  especially  the  youths,  danced  with  great 
abandon,  sometimes  leaping  into  the  air,  throwing  their  bodies 
about,  and  punctuating  their  song  with  true  Indian  whoops. 
Always  there  was  rhythm — the  weird  songs  of  the  men,  the  beat 
of  the  rattles  and  the  throbbing  of  the  drum,  the  pounding  of  the 
dancers’  feet,  feet  clad  in  every  form  of  footwear  from  moccasins 
and  long  rubber  boots  to  dainty  high-heeled  pumps.  The  dress  was 
practically  the  same  as  in  any  other  country  gathering,  though 
many  of  the  men  were  just  as  they  had  come  from  the  field  and 
several  of  the  older  women  wore  shawls  and  the  full,  gathered 
skirts  beloved  of  our  grandmothers.  At  the  close  of  each  dance, 
everyone  sat  down  and  there  was  a  silence,  then  one  of  the  older 
men  would  rise  and  speak  in  Seneca,  and  soon  after  he  took  his 
seat,  the  musicians  would  again  take  their  places  and  one,  or 
sometimes  two  of  the  older  men,  would  begin  a  new  dance. 

My  Mohawk  friends  grew  tired  of  it  long  before  I  did,  for  I 
was  far  from  satisfied.  What  were  the  speakers  saying?  What 
were  the  words  of  the  songs?  What  was  the  significance  of  each 
dance?  My  friends  could  not  tell  me  but  said  that  Bernice  Loft 
could  explain  it  all.  Accordingly,  a  week  later  I  visited  the  Cayuga 
Longhouse,  with  Miss  Loft  as  my  interpreter  and  teacher,  and 
had  one  of  the  most  interesting  evenings  of  my  life. 

My  reception  was  far  different  here,  thanks  to  Miss  Loft, 
whose  Indian  name  is!  “Dawendine”,  meaning  “The  Dawn”.  Her 
home  is  very  near  three  of  the  Longhouses,  and  her  father,  Mr. 
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William  Loft,  known  to  his  own  people  as  “Dewaserageh”  or 
“Two  Axe”,  is  one  of  the  hereditary  chiefs,  a  Sachem  or  Royaner. 
Men  of  all  the  tribes  have  visited  their  home  as  long  as  she  can 
remember,  to  talk  over  political  matters  with  her  father.  In  this 
way  she  has  learned  all  the  languages  and  she  and  her  father 
have  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  persons  living  who  speak 
English  and,  with  equal  fluency,  the  languages  of  all  six  of  the 
nations  that  make  up  the  Confederacy.  She  is  highly  cultured,  and 
unlike  most  of  the  Christian  Indians,  is  deeply  interested  in  the 
lore  of  her  own  people — their  legends  and  traditions,  and  the 
Iroquois  ritual.  Some  day  Canadian  historians  will  appreciate  the 
effort  she  is  making  to  preserve  these. 

As  we  entered  the  Longhouse,  Dawendine  spoke  to  a  dear, 
little,  old  lady,  one  of  the  head  women,  telling  her  of  my  interest 
in  the  Indians,  and  this  word  was  passed  on  to  the  head  men, 
known  as  “Keepers  of  the  Faith”.  Presently  one  of  them,  Jake 
Hess,  came  to  me  to  be  introduced  and  to  bid  me  welcome.  I  wish 
I  had  time  to  tell  you  more  about  him,  his  dignity  and  courtliness, 
and  the  thousand  kindnesses  he  has  shown  me.  He  is  the  typical 
Indian  in  appearance.  Others  followed  him,  and  soon  I  found 
myself  very  much  at  home.  One  of  the  head  men  arose  between 
dances,  and  in  his  own  language  urged  those  present  to  enter  into 
the  dances  with  enthusiasm.  Not  only  would  they  please  the  Great 
Spirit  by  showing  their  happiness,  but  they  must  show  every 
courtesy  to  their  guest  who  had  come  so  far  because  of  her  inter¬ 
est  in  them.  Later  on  I  was  asked  to  say  a  few  words,  or  at  least 
to  stand  and  be  introduced  to  all.  I  was  delighted  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  thank  them  for  their  kindness,  and  to  tell  of  the 
intense  interest  I  had  felt  in  all  I  had  seen  and  heard  that  evening, 
but  I  did  not  realize  until  afterwards  what  a  signal  honour  they 
had  paid  me.  Dawendine  told  me  as  we  were  going  home  that 
for  fifteen  years  she  had  been  taking  people  to  the  Longhouse, 
some  of  them  distinguished  men  and  women,  world-famous 
authorities  on  Indian  lore.  I  was  only  the  third  of  these  whom 
they  had  asked  to  speak  and — mirabile  dictu ! — the  first  woman 
whom  she  had  ever  heard  speak  in  the  Longhouse.  I  was  deeply 
moved  and  asked  her  why  they  did  it. 
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“It  was  partly  because  I  vouched  for  you,  I  suppose,  though  I 
have  done  the  same  for  the  others,  but” — imagine  my  astonish¬ 
ment — “it  was  mostly  they  said  because  they  liked  your  face  as 
soon  as  you  came  in.” 

Before  I  left  the  Cayuga  Longhouse,  I  spoke  of  having  been 
given  an  Indian  name  by  the  Mohawks  at  Tyendinaga,  and  ex¬ 
pressed  a  wish  to  have  it  confirmed  in  true  Indian  fashion  in  the 
Longhouse,  according  to  the  old  tribal  rites  and  ceremonies.  I  was 
told  that  there  were  only  two  days  in  the  year  when  this  was 
possible,  and  was  invited  to  return  on  the  naming  day  in  the  Green 
Corn  Festival.  I  could  not  do  so,  however,  as  it  was  in  September, 
just  a  few  days  after  the  opening  of  school.  The  invitation  was 
again  extended  the  following  February,  when  they  celebrate  the 
New  Year  Festival,  the  longest  and  most  important  thanksgiving 
festival  of  the  year,  and  I  obtained  leave  of  absence  and  spent 
three  happy  days  among  them.  When  I  arrived  Thursday  night, 
I  found  a  difficulty  had  arisen.  The  year  before  certain  reporters 
had  attended  the  Festival  and  had  ridiculed  the  ceremonies  in  their 
papers.  The  head  men  and  women  of  the  Longhouse  had  de¬ 
termined  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this,  and  had  passed  a 
resolution  that  no  white  person  should  ever  again  be  admitted. 
Then  someone  had  suddenly  remembered  their  invitation  to  me, 
and  the  question  arose  whether  they  could  break  their  rule  without 
loss  of  dignity.  There  was  much  earnest  councilling,  but  finally 
it  was  decided  that  the  Indian  must  never  fail  in  courtesy,  and  so, 
to  make  a  long  story  short,  I  received  the  coveted  distinction. 

The  dances  which  preceded  the  naming  ceremony  were  as 
colourful  a  spectacle  as  I  have  ever  seen.  Many  of  the  people 
had  been  there  since  dawn,  when  Jake  Hess  had  burned  the  sacred 
tobacco  whose  smoke,  ascending  to  the  Great  Spirit,  bore  their 
thanksgiving  for  the  blessings  of  the  year,  and  their  repentance 
for  its  sins.  We  passed  many  others  tramping  stolidly  through  the 
snow,  and  arrived  at  ten  o’clock  to  find  about  a  hundred  silent 
men  and  women  already  ranged  along  the  walls,  the  sexes  separ¬ 
ate.  Children  of  all  ages  were  seated  by  their  parents,  for  each 
clan  has  its  place  in  the  Longhouse. 
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Presently  the  east  door  opened  and  the  dancers  entered,  thirty- 
two  men  and  fourteen  women  dressed  in  the  treasured  costumes 
which  are  becoming  all  too  few  on  the  Reserves.  Each  year  more 
of  them  find  their  way  into  museums.  The  faces  of  the  men  were 
painted  and  as  I  looked  at  these  and  at  the  bizarre  costumes,  the 
buckskin  and  beadwork,  the  fringe  and  feathers,  the  brooches  and 
bracelets — as  I  listend  to  the  soft  pad,  pad  of  the  moccasined  feet, 
the  rhythm  of  the  tomtom,  the  staccato  of  the  rattles,  the 
measured  chant  and  the  wild  whoops — as  I  watched  the  animation 
of  these  men  and  women  worshipping  the  Great  Spirit  in  the 
intricate  Feather  Dance — I  felt  that  I  was  at  last  among  Indians. 
These  were  no  emasculated  creatures,  hopelessly  outdistanced  in 
the  economic  race,  afraid  to  express  their  personality  for  fear  of 
the  white  man’s  ridicule !  For  the  moment  the  clock  was  turned 
back  for  centuries,  and  they  were  lords  of  the  forests  and  streams, 
Nature’s  children,  drawing  sustenance  from  her  breast.  They 
were  here  to-day  to  show  their  gratitude  to  the  Great  Spirit,  to 
make  him  happy  by  being  happy  themselves,  and  to  pray  him 
that  the  fawns  which  would  be  born  after  this  mating  season  of 
the  deer  might  be  many  and  strong. 

Twice  or  three  times  they  encircled  the  room,  and  then  the 
spell  was  broken  as,  one  after  another,  men  and  women  and 
children  in  the  dress  of  to-day  stole  from  their  places  and  joined 
the  procession.  The  men  and  boys  were  ahead,  according  to  age, 
and  then  the  women  and  girls.  Presently,  when  the  benches  were 
almost  empty,  Dawendine  took  my  hand  and  we  danced  with  the 
rest. 

After  the  dancers  were  again  seated,  the  men  one  by  one 
stepped  to  the  centre  of  the  room  and  spoke  of  the  blessings  of 
the  past  year  and  of  their  gratitude  to  the  Great  Spirit  for  per¬ 
mitting  them  to  bear  testimony  to  him  publicly  once  more.  Their 
speeches  were  punctuated  by  the  guttural  exclamations  of  the 
other  men — for  all  the  world  like  the  fervid  “Amen’s”  heard  in  a 
camp-meeting!  No  two  of  these  speeches  were  alike,  yet  each  was 
one  from  the  ritual  for  this  particular  day  and  each  was  letter 
perfect,  I  was  afterwards  told.  Even  the  tiny  three-year-old, 
grandson  of  one  of  the  head  men,  stepped  out  shyly  and  lisped  his 
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few  words  correctly,  much  to  the  pride  of  his  parents  and  grand¬ 
parents. 

Another  dance  followed,  then  the  naming  ceremony,  which 
was  very  simple.  When  my  turn  came,  my  good  friend  Jacob 
Hess,  standing  near  me,  made  a  speech — with  his  usual  eloquence, 
Dawendine  told  me — describing  my  work  among  his  people  and 
my  warm  feeling  for  them.  Then  he  turned  to  me,  and  with  a  bow 
which  might  have  been  learned  at  a  king’s  court,  motioned  me 
to  stand  and  advance  a  few  steps.  Taking  my  hand,  he  welcomed 
me  into  the  tribe,  which  would  henceforth  know  me  as  Kanoekwa, 
the  Cayuga  translation  of  my  Mohawk  name,  Kanoerohnkwa.  The 
Mohawks  have  no  Longhouse.  I  resumed  my  seat,  but  almost 
immediately  was  on  my  feet  again  as  one  after  another  these 
really  warm-hearted  people  came  up  and  shook  my  hand  and 
spoke  a  few  kindly  words.  I  may  not  have  understood  the  words, 
but  the  smile  and  the  handclasp  which  accompanied  them  needed 
no  interpretation. 

Other  dances  followed  and  then  a  feast.  Each  family  had  con¬ 
tributed  to  this  and  the  Mothers  of  the  Longhouse,  as  the  head 
women  are  called,  had  been  moving  about  between  dances  prepar¬ 
ing  it.  As  far  as  possible,  native  foods  are  used.  Bread  of  all  kinds 
was  placed  together  in  huge  baskets,  hot,  boiled  corn  bread,  the 
small  round  cakes  peculiar  to  this  feast,  and  slices  of  brown  or  of 
white  bread,  all  in  the  same  receptacle.  Two  men  entered  with  a 
huge  cauldron  of  corn  soup  slung  on  a  pole  which  they  bore  on 
their  shoulders.  Others  carried  large  wooden  trays  heaped  high 
with  chunks  of  beef.  Once  it  would  have  been  venison.  All  night 
men  had  been  watching  this  food  as  it  cooked  over  an  open  fire. 
We  had  forgotten  to  bring  pails  to  take  home  our  share  of  the 
soup,  but  we  received  literally  from  the  hands  of  the  appointed 
men,  our  portion  of  the  bread  and  meat — and  ate  it,  too,  for  this 
was  part  of  the  ceremony.  Every  bit  of  food  received  must  be 
eaten  either  there  or  at  home  to  ensure  good  luck  during  the  year. 
The  men  bearing  the  food  did  not  help  themselves  but  accepted 
what  was  handed  to  them  by  one  of  the  others. 
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Not  until  later  as  Dawendine,  her  father,  Jake  Hess  and  I  sat 
about  the  blazing  fire  in  her  home,  did  I  realize  the  full  signifi¬ 
cance  of  what  had  happened.  I  was  now  a  full-fledged  member  of 
the  Six  Nations,  they  told  me,  with  the  same  rights  as  they,  social, 
religious  and  political.  They  have  no  secrets  from  me  if  I  choose 
to  learn  them.  I  began  right  away — and  I  am  afraid  they  will 
always  look  upon  me  as  a  human  question  mark !  Both  men  are 
very  old,  one  the  tribal  authority  in  religious  matters,  the  other 
in  the  workings  of  the  Confederacy.  From  the  one  I  learned,  for 
example,  that  it  takes  three  full  days  to  repeat  the  Iroquois 
doxology,  and  from  the  other,  much  about  the  clan  system  and 
the  duties  of  the  chiefs.  I  am  of  the  Wolf  clan.  We  talked  most 
of  the  night  and,  although  I  learned  so  pitifully  little  of  what  will 
soon  be  lost  to  the  world — for  much  of  what  they  know  has  never 
been  put  into  black  and  white — yet  it  was  borne  home  to  me  that 
I  had  never  before  done  justice  in  my  own  mind  to  the  fine 
qualities  of  this  race — their  kindness  and  patience,  their  courtesy 
and  dignity,  and  their  really  high  intelligence. 

And  that  is  how  I  became  a  member  of  the  Six  Nations,  and 
proud  indeed  am  I  of  the  honour.  It  is  seldom  now  that  it  is  given 
to  a  white  person  in  this  way,  especially  to  a  woman,  and,  if  the 
resolution  passed  recently  is  kept,  and  I  believe  it  will  be,  I  shall 
be  the  last.  With  all  due  respect  to  my  Alma  Mater,  I  still  say  that 
I  value  the  distinction  given  me  by  the  Six  Nations  as  highly  as  I 
do  the  degree  conferred  on  me  by  Queen’s  University.  Money  has 
no  power  to  purchase  either. 

This  story  has  been  written  partly  from  my  bed  in  a  hospital, 
partly  in  rest  homes  where  I  am  recovering  from  the  last  of  the 
operations  that  have  dogged  my  path.  When  those  blessed  tyrants 
known  as  doctors  permit  me  to  leave  the  city,  I  am  going  to  the 
most  restful  spot  I  know  on  earth,  to  my  own  room  at  Aunt 
Mary’s.  There  in  the  peaceful  atmosphere  of  that  home,  among 
the  people  who  sympathize  instinctively  with  your  every  mood, 

I  hope  to  regain  once  more  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body. 
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Experiences  of  a  Counsellor 
at  a  Girls’  Camp

WITH  the  prospect  of  spending  the  whole  summer  in  the 
Laurentian  Mountains  it  did  not  take  long  for  me  to 
decide  to  be  a  counsellor  at  a  girls’  camp  this  summer. 
My  camping  experience  had  been  limited  to  Girl  Guide  and 
Y.W.C.A.  camps,  and  canoe  trips  into  the  back  woods  with 
several  friends.  I  knew  nothing  about  organized  recreational 
camps  and  what  was  ahead  of  me,  but  new  adventures  are  always 
most  interesting. 

The  first  few  days  were  spent  in  getting  to  know  the  place 
and  the  people.  The  camp  was  situated  at  the  end  of  one  of  the 
largest  lakes  in  northern  Quebec — a  perfect  setting  for  a  camp. 
There  are  few  summer  visitors  in  these  parts  and  the  hills  and 
the  blue,  blue  lake  seem  to  be  reserved  for  the  young  campers  to 
enjoy  to  their  hearts’  content.  The  lake  is  surrounded  by  the  low- 
lying  hills  which  take  on  many  different  hues.  In  early  morning 
they  are  covered  by  a  rosy  glow  which  changes  to  purple  and 
mauve  in  the  setting  sun.  And  what  sunsets !  They  cannot  be 
described  by  the  humble  writer.  Only  the  artist  or  the  poet  can 
express  what  one  feels  when  living  with  those  hills  and  lakes 
and  watching  their  changing  moods  and  colours. 

Such  camps  as  this  run  like  clock-work.  Each  hour  is  planned 
from  the  blast  of  the  rising  bugle  until  the  last  whistle  for  lights 
out  at  night.  The  programme  consists  of  many  kinds  of  sports : 
riding,  tennis,  archery,  deck  tennis,  swimming,  canoeing  and  other 
outdoor  activities.  When  the  dull,  rainy  day  comes  along,  indoor 
programmes  are  arranged  and  handicrafts  are  taught  by  a  trained 
person.  The  campers  learn  to  make  all  kinds  of  jewellry,  basketry, 
leather  work,  wood  carving.  But  rainy  days  are  not  very  popular 
with  the  counsellors.  You  may  imagine  the  din  and  noise  that 
comes  from  the  lodge  when  fifty  or  sixty  children  are  shouting  all 
at  once. 
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One  of  the  most  exciting  experiences  we  had  was  the  big 
storm  which  struck  early  one  evening  after  all  the  campers  were 
tucked  into  bed  and  safely  stowed  away  for  the  night.  The  tired 
and  weary  counsellors  were  spending  the  evening  together  in  their 
lodge  when  the  peals  of  thunder  and  flashes  of  lightning  spelled 
a  busy  time  ahead.  Storms  meant  an  extra  round  of  the  tents  to 
see  that  all  were  safe  and  sound,  and  that  no  one  was  sleeping 
with  her  head  outside  the  tent  or  directly  in  front  of  an  open 
window.  On  this  particular  night  when  the  storm  broke  we  all 
knew  that  it  was  to  be  a  “big”  night.  The  wind  blew  with  a  fury 
that  made  us  doubt  that  it  would  be  possible  for  the  tents  to  with¬ 
stand  the  gale.  We  donned  raincoats,  rubber  boots  and  rain  hats 
and  armed  with  flashlight  and  lantern,  we  walked  through  the 
camp  in  the  pouring  rain.  It  gave  one  a  nasty  shock  to  see  by  the 
eerie  light  of  a  flash  of  lightning  that  a  tent  had  collapsed.  We 
could  not  tell  whether  or  not  the  occupants  were  inside.  Though 
five  tents  were!  blown  down  in  the  wind  and  everything  in  camp 
was  soaking  wet,  there  was  not  a  grumble.  In  fact  the  campers 
were  all  anxious  to  live  in  tents  so  that  they  would  have  more 
excitement  in  the  next  storm.  The  following  morning  at  five 
o’clock,  after  about  three  hours  sleep,  the  counsellors  were  up 
getting  the  wet  things  out  to  dry.  Camp  looked  like  a  Chinese 
laundry.  Every  available  space  was  used.  Lines  were  strung  up 
between  trees  and  sheets  and  blankets  of  every  colour  were 
stretched  out  to  dry.  Such  are  the  joys  of  camping  in  the 
open ! 

The  best  times  of  the  whole  summer  were  enjoyed  by  those 
who  went  “tripping”.  The  uninitiated  might  think  this  was  a  form 
of  dance,  but  it  is  the  term  used  for  canoe  trips.  Three  canoes 
with  seven  campers  and  two  counsellors  would  start  out  for  three 
days,  taking  with  them  food  and  bedding.  That  was  real  camp 
life !  We  paddled  through  many  lakes  and  rivers,  stopping  for 
meals  whenever  we  felt  like  it.  At  night  we  erected  a  temporary 
shelter  with  a  tent  fly  under  which  the  campers  could  keep  dry 
if  it  rained.  In  good  weather  balsam  beds  were  made  under  the 
stars  and  when  the  flies  were  bad,  mosquito  tents  were  used.  And 
what  a  strange  sight  they  presented  in  the  light  of  the  moon! 
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Mosquito  tents  are  made  of  white  cheese  cloth  in  the  shape  of  a 
long  box  with  the  bottom  left  open.  The  four  corners  are  held  up 
by  tapes  which  are  tied  to  the  trees  and  then  the  tent  hangs  sus¬ 
pended  over  the  sleeper.  All  the  sides  are  tucked  in  around  the 
blankets  to  keep  out  the  flies.  You  may  be  sure  that  the  counsellors 
no  sooner  were  in  their  beds  than  there  was  a  shout  from  the 
farthest  corner,  “There  is  a  fly  inside  my  tent.”  Then  out  comes 
the  flit  can  and  the  counsellor  goes  out  to  “shoot”  all  the  flies 
with  the  sprayer.  But  can  you  see  that  weird  sight  of  nine  white 
boxlike  shapes  stretched  between  trees  in  the  light  of  the  moon? 

At  that  hour  of  going  to  bed  in  the  woods,  imaginations  are 
very  vivid.  Some  one  would  tell  of  disturbing  experiences  on 
previous  trips  and  every  strange  noise  was  most  alarming  to  the 
youthful  camper. 

There  is  no  sleep  so  refreshing  as  the  nights  spent  in  the 
open  when  the  temperature  drops  many  degrees  and  we  roll  up  in 
several  blankets  to  keep  warm.  Then  to  jump  up  in  the  morning, 
take  a  cold  dip  in  the  lake  and  cook  a  hot  breakfast  over  a  camp 
fire,  is  the  way  to  enjoy  life.  After  breakfast,  we  packed  up  ready 
to  start  out  on  another  day’s  trip  and  finally  return  to  camp  on 
the  third  day,  brown  as  berries,  tired  and  hungry  but  thrilled  with 
the  joy  of  living  in  the  open. 

The  whole  summer  was  filled  with  many  such  enjoyable  times 
and  we  were  very  reluctant  to  leave  that  beautiful  country.  There 
is  nothing  that  gives  the  same  sense  of  freedom,  joy  and  delight  as 
camping  out  in  the  open  and  getting  the  “feel”  of  the  woods. 
Pauline  Johnson  wrote  these  lines  and  they  express  the  true 
campers’  feelings — 

Night  ncath  the  northern  skies,  lone,  black  and  grim; 

Naught  but  the  starlight  lies  ’ twixt  heaven  and  him. 

Of  man  no  \ieed  has  he,  of  God,  no  prayer ; 

He  and  his  Deity  are  brothers  there. 
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Beautiful  Gardens  of  Borthwick  Hall

I  wish  I  could  command  a  great  array  of  adjectives  for  this 
description  because  it  was  a  rare  event.  I  saw  a  garden  at  its 
best !  No  apologies  were  necessary,  no  tales  like  “You  should 
have  seen  it  when  the  tulips  were  out”  or  “I’m  sorry  you  won’t 
be  here  when  the  chrysanthemums  come  on,  the  garden  is  at  its 
best  then.”  Although  I  think  the  gardens  at  Borthwick  Hall  would 
always  be  at  their  best  no  matter  what  season  the  visitor  calls. 
This  visit  was  in  the  third  week  of  July  and  the  weather  was 
ideal  with  glorious  sunshine. 

The  drive  from  the  lodge!  gate  to  the  Hall  shows  glimpses  of 
the  lovely  romantic  scenery  which  is  the  setting  of  this  estate ;  the 
famous  scenery  of  the  Scotch  Borderland,  the  type  of  scenery  so 
beloved  by  Sir  Walter  Scott  about  his  home,  Abbotsford,  from 
which  Borthwick  Hall  is  not  far  distant.  Luxurious  rhododen¬ 
drons  line  the  driveway  with  occasional  vistas'  through  to  pastures 
with  picturesque  highland  cattle  and  views  of  sheep  grazing  high 
up  on  the  hills  or  again  you  see  lovely  deep  woods  with  here 
and  there  brilliant  clumps  of  foxglove  naturalized  along  the 
margins. 

What  is  more  to  be  enjoyed  in  a  garden  near  the  house  than  a 
noisily  merry  stream.  Here  is  a  typical  Scotch  one,  rock  fringed 
and  with  many  rich  ferns.  A  semi-wild  garden  and  rockery  is 
built  around  this  water.  There  are  several  abrupt  water  falls  and 
at  the  foot  of  these  there  has  been  clever  work  in  making  pools. 
Between  this  garden  and  the  house  is  a  lovely  lawn  with  an 
ancient  sundial,  a  place  where  garden  furniture  adds  to  comfort 
and  pleasure.  Rose  beds  and  beautiful  climbing  roses  on  the  walls 
of  the  house  make  the  entrance  on  this  side  very  delightful. 

My  great  raptures  were  over  the  walled  garden.  You  enter 
by  a  massive  oak  door,  heavily  hinged  in  a  high  brick  wall  mellow 
with  age  and  as  the  door  opens  you  stand  absolutely  still  and 
spellbound.  Slowly  you  enter  to  find  out  what  composes  this 
picture  and  weaves  this  spell.  The  first  thing  I  saw  was  the  re-

flection  of  roses  in  a  formal  pool.  Then  I  noticed  that  the  beds 
of  roses  alternated  with  beds  of  mauve  violas  and  tall  graceful 
Japanese  iris  of  a  deeper  hue.  In  the  pool  were  various  leafy 
acquatic  plants.  The  edging  of  forget-me-nots  was  in  bloom.  In 
large  stone  jars,  set  at  each  corner  of  the  pool  there  were  lilies 
and  the  corners  were  further  accented  by  simple  pieces  of  topiary 
work  in  yew.  This  whole  effect  was  lovely  with  an  old-worldli- 
ness. 

Beyond  this  symmetrical  lay-out  of  flower  beds  (Oh  I  must 
add  that  they  were  set  out  in  a  lawn  of  deep  green,  no  dull  gravel 
paths)  beyond  these  beds  was  a  wide  herbaceous  border.  In  the 
true  sense  of  a  gardener’s  pet  phrase  these  were  “well-filled 
borders”.  At  this  time  the  colour  scheme  was  a  charming  blending 
of  blues  and  pinks  with  occasional  contrasts  of  pale  yellow.  Tall 
delphiniums  with  great  stately  plumes  of  flowers  were  in  various 
shades  of  blue,  purple  or  blue  with  a  pink  edging,  all  the  many 
tones  that  have  been  cultivated  in  delphiniums  in  recent  years ! 
These  were  set  off  by  groups  of  sidalcea,  whose  rich  rose  colour 
served  as  an  effective  foil  for  the  delphinium  blues.  Groups  of 
pink  canterbury  bells,  some  lovely  specimens  of  the  new  hybrid 
aquilegias,  various  blue  veronicas  all  blended  into  the  whole  like 
the  fine  threads  in  a  rare  old  tapestry.  It  isn’t  fair  to  try  to  analyse 
the  picture,  the  effect  comes  from  the  entire  garden. 

Within  the  same  enclosure,  so  typical  of  gardens  in  this  part 
of  Scotland,  there  is  a  vegetable  garden  and  here  the  peas,  lettuce, 
etc.  were  in  the  same  healthy  state  as  the  flowers.  A  cutting 
garden  of  annuals  was  gay  with  phlox~'<Trummondi  in  several 
colours.  Beyond  is  a  series  of  greenhouses.  In  one  there  were 
peaches,  already  coloured,  melons  ripening  in  their  string  bags 
and  luscious  red  tomatoes  on  their  tall  pruned  stems.  Another 
greenhouse  was  a  melody  of  flowers,  among  them  were  hydran¬ 
geas,  gloxinias,  primulas,  begonias  and  sweet  peas. 

In  all  this  you  sensed  the  thoughtful  and  enthusiastic  work 
of  the  gardeners,  well  advised  by  interested  owners  and  you 
realized  that  indeed  such  success,  whether  on  large  or  small 
grounds,  only  comes  where  there  is  a  real  love  of  gardening.

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Are  Mental  Health  Clinics  Preventive?

MENTAL  Health  Clinics  are  still  in  their  infancy,  one 
might  say,  in  Ontario — being  just  past  four  years  old 
at  the  present  time.  Their  objectives  in  attempting  to 
prevent  mental  disease  and  in  handling  many  types  of  case  in  the 
community  in  preference  to  institutionalization  are  high,  and 
many  of  the  professional  group  as  well  as  the  lay  public  have 
looked  with  a  skeptical  eye  on  their  endeavour.  This  is  easily 
understood  when  one  considers  that  the  majority  of  cases  with 
which  the  clinics  were  inundated  in  the  early  days  presented  the 
“end”  stages  of  mental  disorders  or  else  were  mental  defectives 
of  the  “imbecile”  or  “idiot”  groups.  For  these  cases  institution¬ 
alization  was  and  is  the  only  solution,  and  will  continue  to  be 
until  public  opinion  can  be  brought  to  look  more  favorably  upon 
more  stringent  methods. 


These  more  obvious  cases  typify  mental  ill-health  to  the  public 
and  they  are  right  in  assuming  that  little  can  be  done  for  them 
except  in  mental  hospitals.  But  these  are  only  a  temporary  concern 
of  the  clinic — brief  contacts  as  it  were.  Not  the  least  discouraging 
and  difficult  task  the  clinics  have  had  to  tackle  has  been  the 
education  of  their  districts  to  the  idea  that  mental  clinics  are  a 
public  health  insurance,  not  a  passport  to  a  mental  hospital. 


It  is  becoming  increasingly  apparent,  however,  that  the  com¬ 
munity  now  recognizes  that  the  clinics  have  positive  suggestions 
for  the  so-called  “normal”  members  of  society  with  a  view  to 
preserving  their  normality.  Mental  health  is  dependent  upon  the 
resistance  of  the  individual  to  mental  disorders  and  upon  an 
environment  conductive  to  proper  mental  growth  and  well-being- 
Not  all  persons  inherit  the  same  mental  endowment  or  the  same 
emotional  control.  Some,  therefore,  are  more  prone  in  later  life 
than  others  to  what  is  usually  referred  to  as  a  “nervous  break¬ 
down”  or  to  other  evidence  of  mental  ill-health. 
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Childhood  presents  the  most  hopeful  field  for  prevention  in 
mental  disorders  just  as  it  does  in  physical  ones.  During  this 
period  the  child  develops  the  social  and  mental  habits  and  the 
degree  of  emotional  control  which  will  either  make  or  mar  his 
happiness  for  life.  Childish  troubles  are  sometimes  regarded 
lightly  by  adults  who  fail  to  recognize  their  significance.  If  the 
happiness  and  serenity  of  the  child’s  adjustment  toward  his  home, 
his  school  or  his  fellows  is  persistently  disturbed,  it  is  probably 
indicative  of  unhealthy  mental  processes  which,  if  uncorrected, 
may  in  time  so  harm  the  developing  personality  of  the  child  as 
later  to  impair  his  mental  health. 

The  exceptionally  brilliant  child  is  just  as  subject  to  faulty 
social  adjustments  and  is  as  frequently  misunderstood  as  his 
duller  brother ;  and  only  a  careful  study  of  the  motives  which 
cause  either  of  them  to  break  the  rules  or  avoid  the  companion¬ 
ship  of  others  will  suggest  a  way  of  overcoming  the  difficulty. 

V 

It  is  in  this  connection  that  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  Gen¬ 
eral  Medical  Practitioners,  Boards  of  Education,  Juvenile  Courts, 
Child  Placing  Agencies  and  now  frequently  parents  themselves 
call  upon  the  clinic  team — psychiatrist,  psychologist  and  social 
worker — for  assistance  in  directing  the  proper  mental  and 
emotional  growth  of  the  children  under  their  care. 

Although  social  psychiatry  has  a  vital  interest  in  the  school 
and  preschool-aged  child  it  is  not  overlooking  the  possibility  of 
rendering  service  to  the  adolescent  and  adult  groups  where  early 
diagnosis  of  nervous,  and  mental  troubles  in  their  incipient  stages 
gives  hope  of  an  adequate  readjustment.  The  psychiatrist’s  skill 
in  getting  individuals  to  unburden  themselves  of  repressions  and 
in  unearthing  causes  of  mental  distress  which  date  back  to  child¬ 
hood  and  his  ability  to  give  reassuring  information  has  been 
responsible  for  restoring  to  mental  health  and  independence  a 
surprisingly  large  number  of  cases. 

Probably  the  most  recent  field  of  activity  for  mental  clinics,  in 
this  Province  at  any  rate,  is  in  the  Universities.  Obviously  in  this 
direction  lies  a  coveted  opportunity  for  educational  work.  But 
furthermore,  the  crisis  which  the  sudden  acquisition  of  unsettling 
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information  sometimes  precipitates  in  the  more  unstable  and  less 
self-confident  students,  together  with  the  problems  modern 
society  creates  in  delaying  the  expression  of  maturity  on  the  part 
of  its  young  people,  have  prompted  more  than  one  distressed 
student  to  seek  help  from  the  clinic  units.  The  degree  of  success 
that  has  been  met  with  in  such  cases  can  best  be  gauged  perhaps 
by  the  increasingly  frequent  requests  for  such  help  on  behalf  of 
certain  cases  both  from  the  staff  and  from  the  students  them¬ 
selves. 

And  so,  although  in  the  beginning  we  referred  to  the  Mental 
Clinic  as  an  infant,  you  have  probably  concluded  by  this  time  that 
it  is  a  robust,  if  not  a  precocious  one,  and  that  those  who  con¬ 
ceived  and  fostered  it  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  brain¬ 
child.

Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Representation  of  Women  1933-1934 

When  nomination  papers  for  candidates  to  replace  the  Trustees 
retiring  in  1934  appeared,  acting  on  instructions  from  the  President, 
I  formed  my  Committee  which,  with  your  convener,  consists  of 
Mrs.  F.  C.  Casselman,  Edmonton;  Miss  Flora  Stewart,  Toronto;  and 
Mrs.  William  Hyde,  Montreal. 

1  he  opinion  of  the  Committee,  based  on  inquiry  from  Alumnae 
in  their  respective  districts  was  that  we  should  urge  Miss  Whitton 
to  stand  again  as  our  representative  candidate  at  the  coming  election. 
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Her  past  six  years’  service  on  the  Board  has  been  so  satisfactory, 
her  ability  is  outstanding,  her  prestige  very  high,  and  through  her 
work,  we  felt  that  she  came  in  touch  personally  with  more  Alumnae 
groups  throughout  Canada  in  the  course  of  a  year  than  perhaps  any 
other  of  our  distinguished  graduates. 

The  time  was  not  opportune,  we  thought,  to  put  another  woman 
candidate  into  the  field. 

When  consulted  as  to  her  willingness  to  consider  another  term 
of  office,  Miss  Whitton  assured  us  that  she  would  be  proud  and 
honoured  to  seek  re-election  with  the  backing  of  the  Alumnae 
Association. 

From  Ottawa,  I  made  certain  that  more  than  sufficient  nomination 
papers  were  returned  to  assure  her  name  on  the  ballot  paper — and 
also  asked  my  Committee  members  to  do  all  they  could  to  make 
the  nomination  as  unanimous  as  possible. 

The  list  of  candidates  was  published  about  January  the  tenth — 
the  five  candidates  all  very  widely  and  very  favourably  known.  As 
it  was  Miss  Whitton’s  wish,  we  decided  to  issue  a  circular  letter 
to  all  the  women  graduates,  calling  attention  to  Miss  Whitton’s  candi¬ 
dature  and  urging  the  advisability  of  safe-guarding  the  position  we 
had  already  secured  in  representation  on  the  Trustee  Board. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  staffs  of  the  Council  on  Child  and 
Family  Welfare  of  Canada  at  Ottawa,  who  supplied  us  with  the  paper, 
and  prepared  the  stencil,  and  of  the  Canadian  Tuberculosis  Society  who 
were  good  enough  to  give  us  the  use  of  their  mimeograph  machine 
at  a  very  small  fee,  we  were  able  to  have  the  circular  printed  at  a 
minimum  cost.  From  the  Post  Office  Department,  we  secured 
specially  stamped  envelopes  at  $1.15  per  hundred. 

My  first  thought  was  to  ask  the  Presidents  of  the  various 
Branches  and  the  members  of  my  Committee  to  help  with  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  the  circulars,  but  to  concentrate  the  work  in  Ottawa  seemed 
speedier  and  more  economical. 

We  used  the  1932  Alumnae  News  Directory,  weeding  names  where 
it  seemed  wise,  and  sent  out  over  1,750  circulars.  My  thanks  are 
due  to  Mrs.  Keyes  and  the  other  members  of  the  Ottawa  Alumnae 
Association  executive  who  so  kindly  helped  to  address  and  mail 
the  above.  A  copy  of  the  circular  is  attached  herewith.  The  bill 
for  same  was  handed  to  Miss  Rose,  the  Treasurer. 

We  were  all  delighted  and  gratified  at  the  result  of  the  election 
in  March.  To  retain  our  woman  representation  in  the  face  of  such 
strong  male  competition  is  a  glowing  tribute  to  Miss  Whitton’s 
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personal  prestige,  her  ability  and  fine  past  record.  We  congratulate 
her  on  her  success  and  ourselves  at  the  same  time. 

In  concluding  my  report,  I  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  meeting  to  the  following: 

1.  Mrs.  Ross’  term  of  office  as  Trustee  expires  this  year.  Mrs. 
Ross  was  appointed  by  the  Trustee  Board  Members  themselves.  It 
is  our  sincere  wish  and  confident  hope,  I  know,  that  the  same  com¬ 
mendable  wisdom  and  good  judgment  that  decided  her  election  three 
years  ago  will  insure  her  re-appointment  to  office  this  coming  year. 

2.  Mrs.  John  MacGillivray,  Montreal,  retires  from  the  University 
Council  this  year.  Should  Mrs.  McGillivray  not  wish  to  stand  again 
for  election,  the  Association  should  decide  what  course  is  to  be  taken.

Two  of  our  monographs  appeared  in  the  Chronicle  last 
year  and  an  article  on  “Life  Insurance  for  Women”  by  Miss  Flora 
Stewart  in  the  last  Alumnae  News.  The  latest  addition  to  our  collection 
of  monographs  is  a  very  fine  article  by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Kirkwood  on 
“Women  and  Teaching”. 

A  few  positions  have  been  filled  this  year,  and  I  am  sorry  to 
report  that  none  of  them  have  been  by  Queen’s  women,  though 
several  of  our  Alumnae  have  been  in  touch  with  the  committee  and 
through  it  have  made  useful  contacts.

We  were  successful  in  finding  in  almost  every  year  some  one 
who  was  willing  to  write  letters  to  her  year  but  the  response  was 
not  as  great  as  we  had  hoped  and  the  committee  is  not  sure  that 
the  results  justify  the  great  amount  of  labour  expended.  Nevertheless 
the  committee  wishes  to  express  its  very  hearty  thanks  to  all  those 
who  gave  such  generous  help. 

The  method  brought  out  one  fact — that  as  the  Alumnae  News  gives 
the  year  of  obtaining  a  degree,  very  often  an  M.A.,  about  half  the 
graduates  are  assigned  to  a  wrong  year,  making  it  almost  hopeless 
to  attempt  to  sort  them  out.

Report  of  Ban  Righ  Administration  Board 


This  report  read  by  Miss  Whitton. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Ban  Righ  Hall 
Administration  Board  for  the  year  1933-34. 

The  total  number  of  intra-mural  women  students  enrolled  in 
1933  was  346 — that  for  October,  1934,  is  approximately  the  same;  the 
records  for  this  year  not  being  complete,  it  is  impossible  to  give  the 
exact  number.  Of  the  women  students  there  are  105  freshettes,  70 
of  these  being  in  residence,  27  freshettes  are  Kingstonians  living  at 
home,  the  other  8  are  either  living  with  friends  or  have  special  per¬ 
mission  to  live  out.  The  total  number  of  students  living  in  residence 
is  117  though  applications  for  rooms  far  exceeded  the  number  available. 
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The  income  of  Ban  Righ  Hall  was  reduced  this  year  as  rates 
were  lowered  a  year  ago  to  bring  charges  in  line  with  boarding  house 
prices. 

The  surplus  for  the  year  being  $4382.04  as  against  $5,698.12  in 
1933. 

The  total  reserve  fund  now  on  deposit  with  Queen’s  University 
including  this  year’s  deposit  is  $42,509.00. 

Interest  accumulated  to  Aug.  31,  1934,  $8,373.65. 

Total,  $50,882.65. 

Of  this  a  reserve  is  considered  as  held  for  contingencies  of 
$6,000.00,  leaving  a  surplus  in  the  Residence  Reserve  Fund  of  $44,882.65. 

In  1931  when  Gordon  House  was  secured  as  an  annex  it  was 
paid  for  by  borrowing  $17,221  from  the  University  at  5%.  At  that 
time  the  University  was  paying  interest  at  this  rate  on  the  Residence 
Reserve  Fund,  but  a  year  ago  the  University  reduced  the  rate  to 
4%  on  the  Reserve  Fund,  but  continued  to  charge  5%  on  the  Gordon 
House  loan.  The  Administration  Board  therefore  are  asking  the 
University  to  reduce  the  interest  on  the  loan  by  1%,  by  means  of 
which,  if  the  request  is  granted  there  will  be  a  saving  of  $172  a  year. 

The  most  important  change  that  has  taken  place  in  the  residence 
was  the  resignation  of  Miss  Laird  as  Dean  of  Women,  the  news  of 
which  was  regretfully  accepted  by  the  Board.  Miss  Laird’s  nine 
years  of  faithful  and  efficient  service  set  an  exceedingly  high  standard 
for  her  successor  to  live  up  to,  but  in  the  appointment  of  Miss  Kydd 
to  fill  the  vacancy  a  most  happy  choice  has  been  made. 

During  the  winter  owing  to  the  unfortunate  illness  of  Mrs. 
Leadbeater,  Miss  Alice  Pigeon  was  appointed  temporary  manager 
and  dietitian.  The  Board  appreciates  greatly  Miss  Pigeon’s  very 
satisfactory  management  which  terminated  in  September  when  Mrs. 
Leadbeater  greatly  improved  in  health  resumed  her  duties. 

During  the  year  the  usual  renovation  and  replenishment  were 
attended  to  by  Mrs.  Chown,  Convener  of  the  House  Committee. 

Additional  equipment  was  installed  where  necessary,  and  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  fire  chief,  regarding  devices  for  fire  protection, 
were  carried  out. 

In  the  spring  a  proposal  was  made,  that  a  wing  should  be 
added  to  Gordon  House,  using  money  from  the  Residence  Reserve 
Fund  for  materials,  and  getting  free  labour  from  the  Government  and 
city  under  the  relief  scheme.  No  action  was  taken  on  this  proposal 
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however,  as  it  was  later  reported  by  Principal  Fyfe  that  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  city  grants  for  building  were  not  sufficient  to  cover  all  the 
work  planned  by  the  University. 

Several  gifts  to  the  residence  have  been  received  for  which  the 
Board  expresses  gratitude.

The  recommendations  from  the  emergency  Executive  called  in 
the  spring  were  read.  Mrs.  Chown  emphasized  the  necessity  for 
considering  further  action  in  the  matter  of  Union  and  Residence 
facilities.  Miss  Allan  expressed  the  same  need.  Mrs.  Young  recorded 
a  suggested  motion  dealing  with  the  Residence  problem,  and  later 
asked  leave  to  reconsider  the  wording  of  it. 

Miss  Muir  moved  an  adjournment. 

The  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Q.  U.  A.  A.  was  held  in  Ban 
Righ  Hall  at  2.30  p.m. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Young,  seconded  by  Miss  Muir  that  a  special 
committee  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  to  investigate  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  women  students  with  regard  to  both  residence  and 
union  accommodation;  to  explore  the  best  means  of  meeting  those 
needs;  and  to  report  to  a  special  general  meeting  of  the  Alumnae 
Association  not  later  than  ten  days  before  the  Spring  meeting  of 
the  Trustee  Board — this  committee  to  consist  of  the  President,  ex- 
officio,  and  Alumnae  representative  from  the  Ban  Righ  Administration 
Board,  four  additional  Alumnae  and  the  two  women  trustees,  ex- 
officio,  this  committee  to  name  its  own  Chairman. — Carried. 

Communications 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Lavelle,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Garvock,  that  action 
of  the  executive  be  approved  in  the  appointment  of  representatives 
to  the  meetings  of  the  National  Council  of  Women  in  Ottawa. — 
Carried. 
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Retorts  of  Branches  were  received  and  adopted. 

Miss  Muir  expressed  thanks  to  the  Kingston  branch  for  their 
preparatory  work  in  connection  with  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Alumnae  here  at  this  time. 

New  Business 

Mrs.  Miller  moved  the  following  notice  of  Motion,  seconded  by 
Miss  Macdonnell,  That  Clause  2,  Section  IV  of  the  Constitution  be 
amended  to  read  “5  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  executive.  If 
any  member  is  unable  to  be  present,  she  may  name  as  her  proxy,  a 
member  of  the  Executive.”  After  some  discussion  on  the  present 
method  of  out-of-town  members  appointing  Kingston  members  as 
proxies,  the  notice  of  motion  was  withdrawn  by  Mrs.  Miller.  Members 
of  the  Executive  were  urged  to  attend  meetings,  but  to  exercise  their 
right  to  proxy  in  case  of  enforced  absence. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Miller,  seconded  by  Dr.  Davidson  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  by  the  executive  to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
on  our  policy  for  the  awarding  of  the  Marty  Scholarship. — Carried.

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Reports  of  Branch  Associations 

Kingston —

Montreal — 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  the  University  Women’s  Club 
on  May  16th,  1934,  at  4  p.m.  with  26  members  present. 
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Among  motions  passed  was  one  to  the  effect  that  the  Montreal 
Branch  support  the  plan  of  the  General  Alumnae  for  the  enlarging 
of  Gordon  House  so  long  as  it  did  not  involve  contributions  from 
Branch  Organizations  nor  deflect  from  the  Scholarship  Fund. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  showed  a  balance  of  $123.44,  $110.00  of 
which  was  voted  toward  the  Scholarship  Fund. 

Reports  for  the  year  showed  that  the  Montreal  Branch  had  ex¬ 
perienced  an  interesting  and  fairly  prosperous  year.  The  list  of 
possible  members  had  mounted  to  99;  but  less  than  half  of  these 
were  paid-up  and  actively  interested.  Money  was  raised  through 
sales  of  home  cooking,  and  a  large  Bridge  in  addition  to  membership 
fees  and  private  contributions.

On  April  3rd  under  the  auspices  of  the  Queen’s  Alumnae,  and 
in  aid  of  the  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund,  Maurice  Colborne 
and  Barry  Jones  played  “Reunion  in  Vienna”  to  a  capacity  audience 
in  the  Royal  Alexandra  theatre.  The  entire  proceeds,  $844.90,  formed 
the  greater  part  of  the  Toronto  donation  to  that  fund.  An  anonymous 
gift  of  $100'  and  several  smaller  sums  brought  the  total  to  $957.93. 
Later  in  April  the  Women  co-operated  with  the  Men’s  organization 
in  a  Dance  and  Bridge  at  the  Eaton  Auditorium. 

Miss  Charlotte  Whitton,  C.B.E.,  was  in  Toronto  on  June  1st, 
and  the  association  gave  a  dinner  in  her  honour  at  the  University 
Women’s  Club.  Miss  Whitton  delighted  her  listeners  with  her  im¬ 
pressions  of  the  situation  in  Europe  formed  during  an  April  visit 
to  Geneva. 

The  Annual  summer  meeting  of  the  General  Alumnae  was  planned 
by  the  Toronto  Branch.  The  Guild  of  All  Arts,  so  impressively 
situated  on  the  crest  of  Scarboro  Bluffs,  was  the  scene  of  a  happy 
reunion  and  dinner.  Queen’s  Women  from  Port  Arthur  to  the  Quebec 
boundary  gathered  there  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  and  seven. 
There  were  no  addresses:  Queen’s  professors  and  former  professors 
and  their  wives  known  to  be  in  Toronto  were  the  guests  of  honour. 
After  dinner  the  guests  roamed  about  the  beautiful  grounds  enjoying 
a  welcome  respite  from  the  heat  and  noise  of  the  city. 

It  is  the  ambition  of  the  Toronto  branch  to  keep  an  accurate 
directory  of  Queen’s  Women  living  in  the  city  and  to  inform  them 
of  all  the  activities  of  the  Branch  whether  or  not  they  are  enrolled 
as  paid-up  members.  To  do  this  is  costly  and  difficult.  If  the 
members  of  other  branches  know  of  graduates  moving  to  Toronto, 
a  note  of  the  address  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Branch  in  care  of 
the  University  Women’s  Club  would  be  much  appreciated.  In  aid  of 
the  local  treasury  a  Bridge  took  place  at  the  new  home  of  Miss 
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Dorothy  Wilson  on  September  28th,  the  proceeds  of  which  much  more 
than  balanced  the  budget.

In  the  fall 
the  president  and  secretary  were  sent  as  delegates  to  the  annual 
S.C.M.  conference  held  this  year  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  park,  Lake  Couchich- 
ing,  from  September  13th  to  22nd.  It  was  a  most  enjoyable  and 
valuable  experience.  At  Xmas  Margaret  Russell  and  Jean  Doherty 
attended  the  North-American  Students’  Conference  at  McMaster  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Hamilton. 

In  debating  the  society  has  had  a  very  successful  year.  The 
Intercollegiate  teams  won  their  debates  both  here  and  at  McMaster 
University.

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Report  of  the  Sixth  Triennial  Conference 
of  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University 
Women  —  Edmonton,  Aug.  27,  28,  29,  1934 

THE  Sixth  Triennial  Conference  of  the  C.F.U.W.  was 
fairly  well  attended  with  about  thirty-five  out-of-town 
delegates  present.  Edmonton  members  attended  both 
business  and  social  meetings  and  were  enthusiastic  in  their 
appreciation  of  the  honour  of  being  hostess  club.  The  out- 
of-town  delegates  expressed  pleasure  at  the  welcome  given 
them  and  the  social  affairs  and  drives  arranged  for  them. 

Committee  reports  were  most  interesting;  as  a  resume 
of  each  is  to  be  given  in  the  next  “Chronicle”,  I  shall  report 
them  very  briefly.  Miss  Kate  Gillespie  and  Miss  Helen 
McEwen  presented  secretary  and  treasurer’s  reports,  details 
of  which  are  also  to  be  published.  The  scholarship  fund  is 
in  good  shape,  but  current  expenditures  are  running  ahead 
of  income. 

It  was  recommended  that  a  scholarship  be  offered  for 
the  graduate  of  a  European  University,  to  be  used  in 
Canada,  in  order  that  more  Canadian  students  might  come 
in  touch  with  an  outstanding  scholar  from  abroad.  No  new 
levy,  however,  is  to  be  made  for  this  purpose,  and  the  amount, 
and  requirements  are  left  for  the  consideration  of  the  in¬ 
coming  executive.  Miss  Marion  Mitchell,  student  in  ad¬ 
vanced  history  at  the  University  of  British  Columbia  was 
the  successful  applicant  for  the  1934  award  of  the  C.F.U.W. 
scholarship. 

Miss  Leech,  convener  of  the  “Publications”  Committee 
presented  a  very  fine  and  clear  report  and  was  enthusiastic¬ 
ally  congratulated  for  her  good  work  on  the  “Chronicle”. 
The  committee  finds  it  difficult  to  finance  the  “Chronicle” 
without  asking  for  funds  from  the  treasury,  but  the  aid  re¬ 
quested  is  only  four  cents  per  person.  It  was  felt  that  one 
issue  of  the  “Chronicle”  and  two  or  more  news  sheets  might 
be  made  during  the  next  triennial  period,  and  a  recommenda- 
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tion  to  that  effect  was  made  for  the  new  executive  to  con¬ 
sider  and  put  into  effect,  if  advisable. 

Dr.  Misener’s  report  from  the  Education  Committee  dealt 
largely  with  the  movement  to  advance  adult  education ;  a 
splendid  chart,  showing  what  is  being  done  along  this  line 
in  various  countries,  illustrated  her  report. 

The  International  Relations  Committee  presented  an  ex¬ 
tensive  report,  which  was  followed  by  an  address  on  Inter¬ 
national  Affairs  by  Hon.  Irene  Parlby.  The  position  of  the 
German  Federation  of  University  Women  was  discussed.  The 
British  amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  International 
Federation — keeping  each  national  federation  open  for 
membership  to  every  university  graduate  living  in  the 
country,  whether  a  national  of  the  country  or  not,  and  also 
preventing  political  affiliations — received  our  support.  The 
Resolutions,  enclosed,  were  altered  somewhat,  a  part  of 
clause  4  was  deleted,  and  clause  5  omitted,  before  being 
adopted. 

A  number  of  other  resolutions,  rising  out  of  various  re¬ 
ports,  and  others  dealing  with  public  affairs,  were  discussed, 
and  recommendations  made. 

Your  delegate  gave  a  general  report  of  the  activities  of 
Queen’s  Alumnae,  which  was  supplemented  by  the  report 
sent  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  These  met  the  approval 
of  the  meeting,  which  considered  Queen’s  Alumnae  a  “live” 
organization. 

The  meetings  were  held  in  Athabaska  Lounge  at  the 
University  of  Alberta,  and  the  residence  was  opened  for  the 
delegates.  Addresses  at  dinner  and  luncheons  were  en¬ 
thusiastically  received  and  the  teas  much  enjoyed.

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Constitution  of  the 

Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association 

I.  Name 

The  Association  shall  be  called  “The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion”. 

The  object  of  the  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  serve  as  a  bond  of  union  among  the  Alumnae  of  the  University. 

2.  To  initiate  and  promote  any  scheme  for  the  special  benefit  of  the  women 
students. 

3.  To  promote  the  general  interests  of  the  University. 

II.  Membership 

Members  shall  be  known  as  Honorary,  Associate  and  Active. 

1.  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  on  such  persons  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Association  are  entitled  to  such  distinction.  They  shall  be  ex¬ 
empt  from  the  payment  of  dues,  but  shall  neither  vote  nor  hold  office. 

2.  Associate  members  shall  be  wives  of  the  professors  and  trustees  of  the 
University,  and  women  members  of  the  staff,  whose  names  appear  in  the 
Calendar,  and  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing  joining  after  May,  1917.  They 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote  but  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office. 

3.  Active  members  shall  be  all  women  graduates  of  the  University 
and  all  Alumnae  of  two  years’  standing,  who  have  joined  previous  to 
May,  1917.  They  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 


III.  Fees 

1.  Associate  and  Active  members  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  one 
dollar. 

2.  No  member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office  whose 
fees  are  not  paid  up  to  date. 

IV.  Officers  and  Executive  Committee 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  be 
as  follows : 

(a)  President;  (b)  1st  Vice-President;  (c)  2nd  Vice-President;  (d) 
3rd  Vice-President ;  (e)  Secretary;  (f)  Treasurer;  (g)  Archivist. 

These  officers,  together  with  eight  elected  Councillors,  the  immediate 
Past  President,  the  Conveners  of  standing  committees  and  the  Presidents  of 
Branch  Alumnae  Associations,  shall  constitute  the  Executive. 

2.  Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive,  and  members  who 
cannot  be  present  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  proxy. 

3.  The  nomination  and  election  of  officers  and  councillors  shall  take 
place  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  Nominations  shall  be  by  Committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  President, 
and  by  open  nomination. 

5.  The  voting  shall  be  by  ballot. 

6.  Either  President  or  Secretary  must  be  a  resident  of  Kingston. 

7.  The  election  of  the  President  must  be  held  before  the  nomination  of 
the  other  officers. 

8.  The  Levana  Society  shall  elect  one  of  the  Councillors. 
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V.  Standing  Committees 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees : 

1.  Residence. 

2.  Representation  of  Women. 

3.  Employment  for  Women  Students  during  Vacation. 

4.  Alumnae  News. 

5.  Membership. 

6.  Scholarship. 

Such  committees  and  an  Assistant  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting,  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  annually  at 
Kingston  on  the  Saturday  before  Thanksgiving. 

2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint,  in 
writing,  a  proxy,  if  not  able  to  attend  the  meeting. 

3.  In  case  of  emergency,  or  at  the  request  of  five  members,  the  President 
shall  instruct  the  Secretary  to  call  a  special  meeting. 

4.  A  meeting  shall  also  be  held  in  Toronto  in  the  month  of  July  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  Alumnae  who  cannot  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  in  touch 
with  the  Association  (the  date  and  form  which  the  meeting  shall  take  to  be 
determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Executive).
